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MINERS’ OFFER 
TO END STRIKE 


IS REJECTED! 


Assistant Attorney-General Ames 
Declares Strike Is Violation 
of the Law 


COURT TO DECIDE 


Government’s Refusal Sweeps 
Away All Hope of Immedi- 
ate Settlement 


WASHINGTON, Novy, 6.—Organized 
labors proposal for ending the coal 
Strike through withdrawal of injunc- 
thon proceedings against officiale of 
the United Mine Workers of America 
was bluntly rejected here today by 
the department of justice. 

The government's answer to the 
union suggestion, advanced by Sam 
Gompers, predident of the American 
federation of labor was given by as- 
sis‘ant Attorney-General Ames, who 
declared tthe strike in itself was a 
violation of the law and that as long 
as it continued, the only place to 
fight it out was in court. The labor 
leaders visibly disturbed by this re- 
fusal. agreed with the operators on 
one important point—that the state- 
ment of the government's position 
swevt away al? hope of immediate 
settlement of the istrike. involving 
more than 40.000 soft coal miners, 
in twenty-ofe¢ht states, 

The restrainéne order iasned by Fed- 
eral Judge Anderson at Indianapolis 
last week was made returnable. Sat- 
urday. Counsel for the miners will 
eo into court that day and ask for 
dismiasa? of ail proceedings. 

An Alternative. 

One of two things will happen—the 
court according to officials here, efth- 
er will grant tthe plea of the miners, 
or issue a permanent injunction, 
carrying with it a mandatory order 
to John Lewls, acting president of 
the miners’ organization, to call off 
the strike. 

(Representatives of the miners’ and 
beaders emphasized ttoday that with- 
drawal of court proceedings would 
bring peace to the coal flelds within 
forty-etght hours. Lewis's statement 
that the miners would be wiling ‘o 
negttiate a new pvpge wirreement, 
‘without reservation,” meant, ‘they 
eald, that the slate would be wiped 
clean, and demands for a five day 
week and a six hour day, together 
with a sixty per cent wage increase, 
withdrawn. But labor leaders de- 
clared there was no hope of miners 
returning to work in a body until the 
new wage agreement had been ratl- 
fied.

The local hockey situation seems to 
be in something of a muddle. The 
Mercantile league is probably the 
largest hockey league of a senior 
caltbre that has ever been formed 
in the city including as it does 
some nine or ten teams. The ache- 
dule will of necéssity be a long one, 


and unless games are played with 
great frequency, will occupy a lot 
of time However, no doutt the 
league will be able to arrange for 
three games a week, or possibly 
even four. 

The city league is facing greater 
aiMficulties, They have not only 
the problem of Ice and finance, but 
the difficuity of securing players 
as well. Players who are in the 
mercantile league wi") scarcely be 
able to play tn the clty league, al- 
though a few may do so.

The vig four fy taking a large bunch 
of’the cities best hockey payers 
each team being allowed to carry 
twelve men. Twenty-four players 
taken away from the city league 
leaves a hole in many of the teams, 
In Calgary on the other hand, where 
60 many players have arrived in 
the community ‘during the past 
month, the rosters of the city lea- 
gue will scarcely be disturbed. As 
it is in Edmonton, the city will 


scarcely be alle to supply two teams 
of the class of former years. 


It might be more interesting as well 
as better for hockey in Northern 
Alberta to organize a district lea- 

ue and take tn two or three teams 
rom towns within a short distance 
of Edmonton, such as Fort Saskat- 
chewan. Leduc or Wetaskiwin. if 
they are wi'ling to come in, That 
would make good hockey and would 
not confilct with any other league.
